cujpport of r*rty pU,tfomw or candi- 


revolutionary forces behind htat—am- 
bitious, unsteady and unsafe. 


"There is nothing In hfa career or In 


his present utterances to encourage tilts

"It Is not a difficult task to show that

~"<iur~G<jverft!r«ent can get~hono~ except 
t3- increasing the national debt and tha 
burden of taxation. About ¥100.000,000 in 
gold is In the United States Treasury to 
support the .parity not alone of the f& 
000,000 of greenbacks which was its orig- 
inal function, but tho six hundred and 
twenty-five millions of silver currency 
which has been issued since. 


"That frail foundation has been, trem- 


tollng since 1S90 with the additional weigM 
put upon It. Only "by heroic means has ths 
Government been able to prop up the Im- 
mense superstructure. 


"But even the iprospi ct of unlimited sil- 


ver coinage under present

Miany cyclists avoid an Intense thirst by 


chawing gum. This habit may be Indulg- 
ed in iwdih perfi ot safety, provided the 
pure and old-fashioned spruce gun* Is 
used. It la an cgien question as to which 
will prove the most Injurious to the stom- 
ach— t)he cold drtrrka or the saliva impreg- 
nated with all sorts of powerful flavoring 
substances contained in some of the mod- 
ern "chewjng gums " 
The process of 


manufacture of most of the 
so-called 


"•gums, ' is secret so that one- cannot toll 
what he is chewing. 


Riding uphill is a&ways a dangerous 


thdng, foul particularly so tn warm weath- 
er. It causes the heart to overact at a 
fuilo-us rate, and this over-action iwh«n 
continued for ary length of time, must 
eventually cause an enlargement or dila- 
tion of the organ, with such, symptoms 
as shortness of breath, rapid and teetoie 
heart action and loss of. llesh and 
strength.

When one com/pares the nutrtber of peo- 
ple who start on a '^century run" with 
the "survivors," It becomes quite appar- 
ent that a very Iraiixirtant percentage can- 
not stand the prolonged strain. 


Another dange to cyclists—particular- 


ly those who go for long- rides In the 
country—Is sunstroke. It Is airways best 
to ride before noon and after 4 o'clock In 
the afternoon. The danger of sunstroke, 
is always much lass during these hours. 


When seized with a feeding of exhaus- 


tion, fatigue, headache and falntneas, the 
rider should dlseontinue riding at ones 
and lie down in a cool and shady place. 
Riders who are subject to attacks of faint- 
ness and headache will do well to carry a

Flower Scores Ilio Chicago 


In His Opening 


Speech. 


By Associated Press to The Tribune. 


CONVENTION 
HAUL, 
Sept. 
2.— 


Governor Flower spoke as follows: 


"This gathering is notice to the world 


that the Democratic party has not yet 
surrendered to Populism and anarchy 
The tine principles of Democracy, ex- 
pounded by Jefferson 
and 
exenrplfed 


tnroush a century of national history, 
are not dead because those principle" 
have been repudiated by a convention 
calling: it-self Democratic, but control- 
led by un-Democratlc influences. Those 
are true Democrats who remain true to 
the 7>rincii>les of their party and who 
refuse to b,> bour>d by party declara- 
tions which b'.-tray party 
faith and 


tin eaten both party and country with 
disaster. 


"By our presence here we emphasize 


the genuine character of our Democ- 
racy and demonstrate the patriotic na- 
ture oZ our partisanship. 
There have 


numerous Instances In political 


loyalty men have justified their non- 


cherish their country's honor and wish! 
to protect the welfare of its people. 


"I mistake the •moral sense of the 


American people if the tuotion of the 
Populists at Chicago, reinforced 
and 


emphasized by the action of the Popu- 
lists at St. Louis, haa not rekindled the 
spirit of American patriotism, and 
aivakemed the American conscience to 
the national danitrers which lurk In the 
forces and "influences behind Bryan and 
Sctwall or Bryan and Watson. 


"The reul Issue 1n thi.i campaign is 


nn issue of patriotism. 
In many a 


Presidential election has the flght wag- 
ed fiercely between the advocates of 
different poliotcal dootrtnes and 
the 


ruin of the country freely predicted In 
ollher set of doctrines were establish- 
ed as the policy of the governnv>nt— 
such pro-dictions 
merely the ex- 


treimp expression of party politics; but 
in this election the issue around which 
the battle Is waging Involve the Integ- 
rity of our institutions end the- sacred- 
ness of our national horor, and when 
men have stirred -that d"<"7> well of sen-; 
Mment. ordinary party differences dlsi 
appear, the moral issue predominates. 
and all Rood citizens stand shoulder to 
shoulder against those who would des- 
tioy the Aiwr.can r.-ame and under- 
mine the walls of her political struc- 
ture. 


"Mr. Bryan reiterates, in about ev- 


ery second 
Bpooch. that he stands 


squarely on the Chicago platform and 
supports every one of its planks. Hu haa 
not yet announced his acceptance of all 
the planks of the Populist platform, 
b:it inasmuch as Ihese are orjy differ- 
ent in decree and he has been identi- 
fied with Populism qulto as much as 
with Democracy, it. Is but fair to as- 
sume that he stands on both platforms. 


"Not quite so radical on his views, 


porhapy. as Al 
quite so frank, 
nevertheless a fit representative of the 


"Even If I believed that free- coinage 


of silver by the United States, Inde- 
pendently and alone 
would, 
under 


proper conditions, restore bimetallism, 
I could not bring myself to entrust no 
delicate and important undertaking1 to 
men of Bryan's Inexperience of asso- 
ciations, and I would suffer forever the 
alleged evils of a, gold standard before 
I would be a party to contempt for law, 
to an attack on our highest court and 
to a subversion of our form of govern- 
ment by loading It down with ungor- 
ernmentai functions. 


"Before siuch a spectacle how would 


the shadow of Jefferson, Jackson and 
Tilden shudder and shrink. 


"While, as I have said, Mr. Bryan 


boldly professes to stand on every one 
of the strange planks of the Chicago 
platform, he adroitly attempts to di- 
vert Democratic attention from the 
revolutionary spirit which pervades 
most of that document of confining the 
larger part of his public utterances to 
what he calls bimetallism;-and he evi- 
dently hopes by magnify the import- 
ance of this financial tesue and distort- 
ing its phases so that it willl appear to 
be the movement of the masses against 
the classes, to malcc Democrats forgot 
their dislike of the plainly un-Demo- 
cratlc features of the platform and to 
persuade them that after all only an 
economic issue is Involved and this 
should not justify a breaking of party 
ties.

"Let not this fact escape Democratic 


attention. Every appeal In the name 
of party regularity to support the- Bry- 
an ticket Is an a.pyca.1 to support the 
governmental ownership of railroads 
and telegraphs, to attack the Indepen- 
dence of tl e federal Judiciary, to abol- 
ish the credit system as a lest of fitness 
for public ofllce, to refuse to uphold 
the national credit by tho Issue of 
bonds when necessary, to scale down 
the public debt bj' repudiation, to in- 
vite not only the e\lls which, would 
follow a elHer standard 
but 
those 


which would follow Irredeemable pa- 
per money, for even purely flat m->ney 
seems to be recommended In the Chica- 
go platform. 


"The men who re-present such a con- 


glomeration of poor principles and rad- 
ical notions are not Democrats. They

ed Brynn'-s nomination Is manifest In 
his speeches

throughout the country. His conspicu- 
ous failure at Madison Square Garden 
to advance the cause of silver by clo«e 
argument hoy Induced him to abandon 
the weapons of the logician and states- 
man -and to employ the arts ot the or- 
ator. 


"From the rear end of cars he has 


been flinging out social and political 
firebrands amons? the people. He ap- 
peals to the base Instincts of the Ig- 
norant or to the misery of the dlst-ess- 
ed 
He strK-s to array class against 


class, to incite "m-pioye tupilnut employ- 
er, to stir up debtor afrolnst creditor, to 
make this a contest of the poor against 
the rich. 


"May G<-K! prevent this Incendiary 


work. In tlris broad land it has been 
our proud boa«t that the avenues of 
success have been ppen to all. 
The 


rich today were the poor of yesterday. 
No families of inherited wealth domi- 
nate our politics or our society. 


"Before tho law all m<»n ate equal. 


The same opportunities do not come to 
all men. some succeed, many fail, but 
no barrier to success or position Is cre- 
ated by law. 


"Industrial conditions may he nffr-ct- 


ed bj- unwise laws, and when this fs 
demonstrated we attempt to changi 
them through the opportunity which 
every man has to register his vote at 
the polls. 


"But 
though some' m«n succeed and 


many fall, th.s Is the lot of life, and no 
candidate for the Presidency has ever 


I dared before to use this fact to arouse 


words declaims but by fear of the very 
remedies which he suggests. 


"When this great shadow which he 


and his associates have created passes 
off the surface of the financial and In- 
dustrial world, then confidence will be 
restored, money will seek investment, 
factories willl be re-opened and empl».y-' 
ment be secured. 


"There can be no prosperity without

the assumption that the free coinage 
of stiver by the United 6 la tee alone 
would establish and maintain bimetal- 
lism—the parity ot gold and elver at 
the exchangeable ratio of 16 to 1. 


"If that assumption IB incorrect or 


ill-founded, each of hie arguments falls 
to the ground and every one of his 
predictions loses fete force. 


"Not 
one -word has he uttered In ad- 


vocacy of a silver standard. Not one 
•word does he dare In behalf ot a Bllver 
standard. 


"He will declaim by the hour against 


the etvlls of gold monometallism, and 
nearly everything he soys on that sub- 
ject Is equally applicable to stiver mon- 
ometallism also. Bimetallism Is a gen- 
uine Democratic doctrine, but bimet- 
allism can never be atte&ned by the 
men who dominated the Chicago Con- 
vention or by the methods implied in 
the Chicago platform. There Is reason 
to doubt whether the forces which 
controlled that convention even 
de- 


elred to accomplish bimetallism. 


"The word bimetallism does not ap- 


pear in the platform. The convention, 
by an overwhelming- vote rejected a 
proposition pledging the government 
to maintain the parity of the two met- 
als. 


"The disposition of the convention as 


dictated by its expressions and Its ac- 
tions, was toward sliver monometal- 
lism or Irredeemable fiat money. Aa 
well in the Ark of the Covenant have 
been entrusted to the Philistines as to 
entrust to the cause of bimetallism to 
the revolutionary people behind Bryan. 


"It 1s not a difficult task to show that 


under present conditions free coinage 
of sliver by the United States alone 
would result in silver monometallism. 
Foolish experiments in that direction 
have already caused the lose ot a great 
part of our gold from circulation. 


Part at It has gone abroad, with- 


drawn from Investment In our Indus- 
Aries, and part has been hoarded for 
the day when It should bring- a high 
orf-mium. 


"dur'Goverfimont can ffet'none'except 


t!y Increasing the national dcfct and th« 
burden of taxation. About $100,000,000 In 
gold is In the United States Treasury to 
support thoparlty not alone of the fMC,- 
000,000 of greenbacks which was Its 
inal function, but the six hundred and 
twenty-Rvo millions of sliver currency 
which has been issued since. 


"That frail foundation has ibeen trem- 


bling- 5lnco 1S90 with the additional itreigM 
put upon It. Only t>y heroic means has th» 
Government been able to prop up the im- 
mense superstructure. 


"But even the prospect of unlimited sil- 


ver coinage under present conditions 
would make that foundation disappear as 
if In a quicksand, and you and I and every 
man who has property or wages (would 
find their value changed from gold to s, 
sliver measure. 


"This wJll be the certain result of to- 


poMng such an additional burden upon 
tho Government, but iwhen with that in 
view •vo consider tho Olnposltlon ot for- 
eign governments to strengthen their gold 
reserves and the suspension of free silver 
coinage in India, which has heretofore 
been the world's sink for all fte surplus 
nlrv-pr, but Is so no longer, the conclus- 
ion is inevitable that we would te re- 
duced to a silver ba-sl» and to a very 
cheap silver basis at tha*. 


"Such a change of standards such, a re- 


adjustment of values, not onAy in the fear 
which tli*y would excite, but In the actual 
injury and injustice they would produce, 
would be the greatest commercial and 
industrial evil hna*!na'ble. 


It would mean in tho first place tha 


/withdrawal of hundreds of mliMons Ol 


capital invested in our Industries. 


Sneer as Mr. Bryan may at our depend- 
once upon foreign gold, the bare fact re- 
malna that .without It th«> building of our 
great railways, the opening ot our great 


i ar,*a», the development of our mines, 


the (building up of our Industries—with all 
the stimulus to prosperity Which then* 
have glven-<would h»v» bee» delayed 
many jcars. 


•IForelgn gold—to Mr. Bryan's distorted 


•vision and demagogic mind, a specie* of 
yeHow >f"\ er—what Is It liut capital which 


as some of It probably do**, from tha 
drones of Europe. What better can the 
accumulated .•vrealtfe of iSntfand's aris- 
tocracy be put than to feulld up Jknwrloau 
Industries? 


'The withdrawal ot European capital 


would still further depress values and en- 
courage panic. 60 large a proportion ot 
our business la done on credit, and credit 
Is such a slender support, that when 
credit Is attacked it matters not how. 
much money there may tie in the coun- 
try, 
It "wJU avail nothing to prevent til* 


contraction of loans and refusal of ac- 
commodating. 


"These mean business failures—looea, 


sacrifices of prices, dhulnlsned demand 
for commodities, closing ml Hi, lack of em- 
ployment, poverty and distress. 


"Against the progress of UiLs certain 


scries of events, no man nor measure can 
stand. No kind of relief is efllcaciou* ex- 
ce«H the conviction of the people that tha 
money which measures th« exchangeabla 
value of their commodities and aervtoea 
and underlies tbe structure of tbetr »y«- 
tem ot crodit to sound and stable and will 
remain s.o. 


"One characteristic of political remedies 


administered and recommended by quack 
political-doctors Is that they are alleged 
to cure all diseases. To every man In dis- 
tress in an)' part ot the country the de. 
ononetizallon of silver is pointed out ait tha 
cause of hi) misery, and the romoneti- 
ration of bllver as his remedy. 


"By reason of perfectly simple causes 


tho prices of wheat and corn and other 
agricultural products Jiave declined, but 
this decline is attributed 'by Iheae political 
quacks to the demonetization of silver and 
the farmer, along with even* other man 
who finds it hard to make (both emU meet. 
Is told that by remonetlzlng silver, wheat 
will go to a dollar a bushel and other 
farm products iwlU rise proportionately. 


"If this were true, rising (prices would 


affect the commodities which a farmer 
buya, the interest he pays on his d&btm, 
the freight lates iwhlcli determine the 
cost of getting his product* to market, 
and he would be relatively no better off 
than before, 


"To expect the farmer to Accept so great 


a delusion to presume upon h)» • Intelli- 
gence. -Ask t-he farmer of my State why 
are they giving up the production, ot 
•wheat and corn, and they nrtH not tell you 
it is "because of the depreciation of sil»«r. 


"They -will point to these great West- 


ern prairie* and tell you they cannot com- 
pote with these in the growth of th» 
staple cereals. And they have tali-en to 
rals'ng other crops which are more prof- 
itable and less competitive. 


"Tho samo tendency is the case through 


out the agricultural world. Not only havt 
thousands of acres of Western lands in 
'America been thrown open to cultivation 
within roctnt years, but In Russia, I&. 
dla and the Argentine Republic railroad* 
and enterprise* have brought large ad- 
ditions ot acveage under cultivation an4 
poured millions of additional buibel* upol 
•the markets of the world. 


"The same cheapening In the cost o( 


boots and shoe*, of hat* and coats and 
other clothing which ha» followed excess- 
ive production In th* "saarfufacture ot 
these articles has been'manifest in the ei- 
cecslva production of agricultural pro- 
ducts. 


"It is the old familiar law of supply and 


demand. In my State ot New York hay 
Is selling at 115 per ton.; last year it was

His home is in 
Washington where he represents large 
interests in the Sharon estate. 


Frank will probably be re-elected. A 


little money and a great deal of push 
goes a great way In Nevada at pres- 
ent. There Is less than hall the popu- 
lation neeessairy to moke a single rep- 
resentative district. It Is this fraction 
which New'lands Is supposed to repre- 
sent, or that port of It which Is of hi? 
political stripe, which by the way, as 
•to the Representative, changes to meet 
any new political exigencies.

Ntot a bit of !t. providing he can 
give the asked' ftor -situation to another, 
thereby ret'tins; S or 10 per cent on the 
same order with an additional register 
fee. He Is go'n* to do it and doe* It: many 
a dollar paid for registering I* added to 
the money drawer, and the working peo- 
ple can wait an* whistle for a Job. Thcjr 
may aek for the fee to be returned to 
them, but In vain-; they are put off from 
day to day until rime force* them to seek 
work elsewhere. They never sea the dol- 
lar again. Is it not also well known that 
myriads of times' working people are s*nt 
far oirt Into the country, previously pay- 
Ing the reqtrlnKe fee* at offices, pay their 
own. railroad fare (and every one knows 
what that mean») and when they reach- 
the place sent to they iflnd to their sorrow • 
that no sue)) -addres* can be fcund. If 
•the person Is fortunate enough to have. 
more money, he or she will return .to the 
office dramndins; an explanation; if he 
has not, he must necessarily remain where 
ho is and »et wortt 'thsre— which will «ult 
the agent* fcetler.

the Fight -of the 


Constables. 


Complications Will Arlao Ovor tho 


Present Foo Bill 


Contest. 


With respect to the propose'.! determina- 


tion of ConstaV.os of this county to test 
the rU'ht of Justice'4* courts to compel 
thorn to take prisoners back to the County 
Jail after commitment, with th» intention 
of forcing- th'p Shc-rlfT to do that work In- 
stead, Sheriff White spoke as follows this 
morning: 


•"I believe the Constables propose' to 
take'this stand because they receive no 
remuneration -for taking prisoners to the 
County Ja:l lifter commitment. Of course, 
•that Is not exactly fair to the Constables. 
They should not bo expected to work for 
nothing. At -the game time, thou«h, I 
cannot see why I should T>o compelled to 
undergo a hardship of the samo kind. If I 
should have to bring a prisoner in hero 
from Irvlntrton, for instance, I -would re- 
ceive no more re-muneratlon than a Con- 
xtablo would. Besides, I do not th'nk that 
th» Constable" could leprally leave pris- 
oners in the' Justice's court and expect 
me to go after those prisoners. J do not 
think I have anything to do with such 
prisoners until they are delivered to mo at 
the Jail." 
Under Sheriff J-Tarlow, speaking- on tho 


subject, said: "The Constables have no 
jnore right to leave a prlwoner committed 
to the County Jail In a Justice's office 
•than they would to leave him In a grocery 
or a sftloon. The Constables are the offi- 
cers of the Jus-lice's court, and H Is their 
duty to carry out the orders of tho Jus- 
tices I"n the matter of committing prison- 
ers. They must turn over prisoners to tho 
Shcr.'ff, and the Shcr.'ff la required to take 
nnd receive prisoners Into custody only 
when thsy are turned over to him by the 
•onstablos at the Jail. If the Constables 
wish to make a test case- and refuse to 
brlnic -a prisoner to tho Jail, tho Sheriff, 
perhaps, would bo Justified in. taking such 
prisoners only because he wns Informed 
that the Constables had declined to do 
their duty. Then action might be brought 
•gainst the Constables."

This habit may be Indulg- 
ed In iwltn porfcot safety, provided the 
puro and old-fashioned, iipruce gum Is 
used. It is an open question as .to which 
will prove the most Injurious to the stom- 
ach — t'he cold drinks or the saliva fenpreg- 
nated with all sorts of powerful flavoring 
sulbstanccs contained in some of the mod- 
ern "chewing gums."
